was thrown to the ground. 
His back 
was broken, and lie is still paralyzed 
from the waist down. 
He was wheel­ 
ed into the courtroom to give his tes­ 
timony. 
Kennedy’s story was backed by the 
testimony of 
Harry 
Harris, 
J. D. 
Haley and George Lyle, who were at 
work with him. 
The plaintiff’s con­ 
tention was that Kennedy was act­ 
ing in the course of his employment. 
The defense took the view 
that he 
acted independently. 
The case was hard 
fought every 
foot of the way,. Attorneys L. A. West, 
A. E. Koepsel and W alter Eden ap­ 
pearing for the plaintiff and Edmund 
Tauszky of San Francisco and Keech 
& Davis for the defendant. 
The plaintiffs asked $45,000 judg­ 
ment, having figured that Kennedy, in 
the course of the probable 
natural 
life remaining to him, 
had 
he not 
been injured, would have earned that 
much.

Many good things are expected from f o r r e n t — 
the law, such as obviating the pay­ 
ment of bounties, doing aw ay with the 
short-term service and the creation 
of a superior esprit de corps. State 
militia officers become United States 
officers, with ail of the attaching pres­ 
tige and advantages. 
There may be other volunteer regi­ 
ments. such as we had during the 
Spanish war, outside the State militia, 
and which would be United States sol-1 
diers with no State connection. 
At this time the regular service con­ 
sists of 65,000 men besides 13,000 in 
the coast artillery. The paper strength 1 
of the State militia, or National G uard,, 
is about 112,000. If both regulars and

FORMER SANTA ANAN 
USED POISON FROM 
CHINA TO END LIFE 


Chiropodist Killed Himself, in 
Letter Blaming Despondency 
on His Wife 


SANTA MONICA, June 19.—J. 
T. 
H ovell, an E nglish chiropodist, 
aged 
(14. formerly of Santa Ana, com m itted 
suicide late W ednesday night at his 
office at Third street and Utah ave­ 
nue by taking poison with a hypoder­ 
mic syringe. 
A fter taking the deadly 
drug the doctor telepnoned his wife 


that he had taken steps to cause his 
im m ediate death, and that there w as 
no use trying to save him. 
Disregarding the m essage the fran­ 
tic wife rushed to his office and with 
two doctors tried in vain to save the 
dying man’s life, but the m ysterious 
poison was too virulent. 
The doctors 
tried all known first-aid rem edies, but 
to no avail. 
H ovell left a long letter of farew ell, 
blaming his w ife for his death, and 
saying that sh e had m istreated him 
and had not done her duty toward 
him. 
He had been in ill-health and 
was distracted 
by 
business difficul­ 
ties and was tired of life. 
This seem s 
to have been the cause of suicide. 
He was a native of England and al­ 


so had spent som e 
tim e 
in 
China, 
where it is said he found the poison 
which it is said he used to good ad­ 
vantage on him self. 
He leaves, b e­ 
side the window, two children, all liv­ 
ing at a sanitarium operated by H ovell 
in Santa Monica. 
Hovell was in Santa Ana about five 
years ago.
